the type of the external device," as recited in independent claim 1 . The prior art 
references are directed to providing an interface to process external devices adapted to 
differing fieldbus protocols, while the claims in the present application are directed to 
providing an interface to process control devices adapted to differing fieldbus protocols, 
where the interface has operating modes, which are selected according to the type of 
external device detected.
